THE CONFERENCE OF CHARITIES. 

About three hundred delegates tothe twelfth 
munuas!l national conference of charities aad 
corrections, have arrived in Washington and 
many more are expected before the end of the 
week.

Fisher explains that he 
tenders his resignation because the attorney 
genera] has decided ‘‘that the Indians are 
ineligible to the position of postmaster, and I 
bappen to be one of those individuals 
ibat have the blood of the aborigines of 
America coursing through their veins,” He 
concludes his letter as follows: “I am afraid 
dhat this decision will greatly injure tue ser- 
vice in thiscountry, since it is quite difficult to 
find any white person competent to perform 
the duties in a satisfactory manner.” 

THE CONDITION OF PANAMA. 

In an official report to the navy department, 
Adimral Jouett says, in regard to the political 
ecndition on the isthmus: ’ 

lam bappy to state that matters seem to be en- 
tirely settied, and the isthmus now has a better 
sud stronger government than jt has had for many 
scars, and this promises to be permanent. Waile 
martial law is still mainteined, the civil authori- 
ties have-reorganized their government and_ have 
apponved ollicers in all important positions. 

The Colombians, he further says, now have 
arrisons all along the line of transit,and they 

ave ap ample torce to protect it and the for- 
righners. They have relieved the Ameorican 
forces of all duties on shore except guarding 
the trains, and they were to assume that duty 
onthe 26th ult. The Colombian authorities 
dheadmiral concludes, seem very anxious to 
assume ell the duties of protecting the transits 
sud foreigners’ properfy, 
AN AMERICAN PROTECTORATE WANTED. 

The officers who were on the recent Panama 
expedition, say that the people were anxious 
that the United States should make its tempo- 
rery possession of Panama permanent. They 
Faid that under the existing circumstances, it 
would be impossible for the country to remain 
in a peaceful condition for any length of 
lime. 

The secretary of the treasury has called on 
dhe boerd of managers of the Worid’s indus- 
drial exposition at New Orleans, for an item- 
ized statement ofthe premiums awarded to 
ihe exhibitors, Tiieir original statement sim- 
ply gave the total amount awarded for pre- 
yolums. 

NAMES STICKEN OFF. 

The commissioner of pensions has siricken 
off the list of pensioners the names of about 
2,000 residents of the District of Columbia 
who were found not to be entitled to pensions, 
wither because they had recoverad from their 
clisabilities or were not dependent upon the 
government. In some cases the parties 
were dead, and in still more to pensioners 
widows had married again.

A TCBACCO DECISION. 


Judge Harlan Decides a Oase With Imper- 
tant Points, 


Mavisox, Wis., June 4.—Judge Harlan, of 
the United States supreme court, has been 
here listening to arguments in the case of 
Marcus Oppenheimer against Jons J. Nasat, 
treasurer of the city of Houghton. The com- 

laint sets up that the plaintiff, a citizen of 

‘ew York, has been for several years engaged 
in buying tobacco in the vicinity 
of Houghton, and particularly during last 
winter, for the sole purpose of transporting it 
to New York, and in order to properly trans- 
port it, it is necessary to sort it and pack it in 
boxes for shipment; that for these purposes he 
bad a warehouse in Houghton, in which it was 
sorted, packed and kept until it could be con- 
veniently trarsported to New York, to be 
there sold and manufactured; that while a 
large quantity of such tobacco was lying in 
the warehouse awaiting transportation, and 
kept there for no other purpose, it was taxed 
by the local authorities, and the defendant 


aiterward collected tax, knowing that 
it was illegal, under protest, that 
the tax was unconstitutional and 


void, on the ground that such tobacco, 
when taxed, was part of the commerce of the 
country in transit from state to state, and had 
no status for taxation in Wisconsin. Action 
was brought to recover from the city treasurer 
the money so collected by him, and paid'to 
him under protest. 

A general demurrer to this complaint was in- 
terposed, by which two questions were raised: 
First, whether the city treasurer could be held 
for money collected by him, and whether 
action should not have been against the city. 
of Honghton, of which he was treasurer. 


Second, whether the tobacco was 
taxable. The court held, Justice 
Harlan delivering the opinion, 


that upon the first question the judges were 
ubeble to agree, Judge Harlan inclining to 
the opinion that the defendant is liable, and 
Judge Bunn being of a different opinion. This 
objection was therefore overruled. On the 
other point, whether tobacco was taxable, it 
was sgreed by both judges that the allegations 
of the complaint are sufiicient to show that 
the tobacco is not taxable, being in effect in 
the course of transportation, a subject of en- 
terstate commerce, not taxable byany state. 
The demurrer was therefore overruled.

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CIVIL RIGHTS IN ILLINOIS. 


The Punishment Meted Out for Discriml- 

nation against Biacks, . 
SPRINGFIELD, Iuu., June 4.—The senate this 
morning passed the house civil rights bill, 
which gives the colored people the same rights 
as the whites in the hotels and restaurants, 
theaters and other public places. It provides 
that for any violation the person offending 
shall pay not less than $25, 
nor more than $500 to the person aggrieved, 
and shall be also deemed guilty of misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall pay

one year or both. The judgment in favor of 
the party aggrieved, or the punishment upon 
an indictment, is to be a bar to either prosecu- 
tion respectively.

BAYARD’S SPEECH. 


HE EULOGIZ&8S THE MEMORY OF 
THOMAS JEFFERSON, 


The Patriotism of the Men of 1800, who Placed 
Courtry Above Party, Equalled by that of 
1876, who Svffered Outrage, Bathor than 
Involvethe Country in Trouble. 


St. Lovis, June 4.—Secretary Bayard and 
his friends arrived at Columbia, Mo., this 
morning. A crowd of citizens and visitors 
met the gentlemen at the station, and the 
procession started at once for the university. 
When the original marble tablet, on which is 
inscribed the memorable epitaph of Thomas 
Jefferson, was unveiled, Senator Vest deliv- 
ered an oration on Thomas Jefferson. When 
Mr. Vest closed, calls were made for Bayard, 
who delivered a long and carefully prépared 
speech upon the life and services of Jeiferson. 
Inthe course of his remarks, referring to the 
relations between Jefferson and Alexander 
Hemiltov, Bayard related an incident of the 
presidential election in 1800, when the election 
was thrown into congress, and the tie between 


Delaware, cast by Bayard’s grandfather. His 
grandfather was a federalist, but took counsel 
with Hamilton, and cast the vote of his state 
for Jefferson, his political opponent. Bayard 
then continued: 

i berefore, when we look to the past for lessons 
and true history, let us not fail to respect the 
dignity ofthe men of thatday. They did differ 
in counsel. they did differ in theory, but they did 
not diflerin the one great end for which all gov- 


crnments were intended—the happi- 
ness, advancement and welfare of the hu- 
manu species. Therefore, while we may 


and oOughtto draw fearlessly truth from every 


lesson of the past, and look at its teach- 
jngs unfiinchikgly. Let us also 
remember with thankfulness and pride 


thatin this American nation there lingers some. 
thing stronger than party; that overrides personal 
ambition; that whena dread crisis approaehnes 
teaches the American man to put 
beneath his feet unworthy and small 
theughts and rise to the dignity of his country’s 
demand, [Applause] The spirii that existed in 
18(0 showed itself in 1876. There was time when 
more than one half of this people felt that they

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MURDERED BY DESP&SZRADOES., 


A Father and His Sons Shoot and Hob 
Two Officers, 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 4.---Later. particulars of 
the Dubois county tragedy give a more de- 
tailed account of the assassination of Officers 
Gardner and Cox by the Reeveses, father and 
sons. 

Robert H. Reeves is a farmer living in Co- 
lumbia township, Dubois county. He is about 
60 years old and somewhat of a hard charac- 
ter, having already served a term in prison 
Iie has two sons—John, aged 35, and George, 


sged 30. They are saloon keepers in Terre. 
Haute, and are rated as das- 
peradoes. For the past year they 
have been in the habit of  visit- 


ing their father every two or three months 
and remaining eightor ten days. There has 
been an indictment for grand larceny in 
Martin county hanging over their heads for 
two years past,but for some reason no attempt 
has ever been madeto serve it. About a week 
sgo the sheriff of Dubois county received the 
warrant, with instructions to arrest the boys, 


who were then at their father’s farm. 
The sheriff swore in two deputy 
sherifis—John Gardner and William 


Cox, for this purpose. The two deputies 
found no opportunity to arrest the men until 
yesterday, when the old man Reeves came to 
Jasper, leaving his two sons about a mile and 
a half fromtown. The deputies, by watch- 
ingthe old map, found the hiding place of 
their men at about 5 o’clock and arrested 
them. While going to town old man Reeves 
said to Gardner: “‘That’s a pretty pistol you 
have; let me see it.”” The officer handed his 
pistol to Reeves, whereupon the prisoner tried 
to shoot him, but was prevented by Cox draw- 
ing his own revolver and telling Reeves not to 
attempt to fire. Reeves thereupon shot Cox in 
the wrist, causing his pistol] to drop from his 
hand. Old Reeves then fired two shots at 
Cox, one entering the thigh and the other 
lodging in the back, paralyzing him from the 
waist down. Meanwhile the sons had opened 
fireupon Gardner, shooting four times, two 
shots taking effect in his back, one in the left 
arm and one in the forehead between the eyes. 
Gardner lingered until 1 o’clock when he died, 
after having suticred greatly. Cox’s death is 
momentarily expected. Nothing has been 
heard ot the murderers, and the anthorities 
have taken no steps toward their apprehen-

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UNIONS DEFI8D BY A BREWER, 


Mr Henrich Did Not Come to This Couatry 
te bein Slavery, 

Wasakineton, June 4.—Christian Henrich, a 
large brewer in Washington, has incurred the 
dispieaeure of several trades-unions, because, 
astbey allege, he has employed non-union 
men. The other day they determined 
to boycott him; in other words, they inserted 
an advertisement in the local papers calling 
upon all proprietors of beer-shops to stop tak- 
ing beer from Henrich at the pain of being 
boycotted themselves. He invited his cus-— 
tomers to meet him in conference to talk the 
matter over, and the meeting was held and 
ibe trades organizations were more largely rep- 
resented than the beer- sellers. 

Mr. Henrich read a written statement of his 
attitude toward workingmen. He said that 
while engaged in erecting houses he had been 
requested by labor representatives to émploy 
ohly-unton men. He had told them that while 
he would notcompel contractors to efhploy 
union men, he would ask them to do 
so, This promise he kept. He said that of 
the 510,000 expended by him last year in 
building not $2,000 of it bad gone to non- 
union workingmen. Mr. Henrich went on to 
complain of the threats which had been made 
by the labor representatives, and though a 
laboring man himeelf and in sympathy with 
them he said that he did not propose to sur- 
render 615 personal liberty or allow others to 
dictate to him about his private affairs. After 
some useless talking a representative of the 
traces-union exclaimed: 

“Tf you defy the trades-union, Mr. Henrich, 
I warn you that you will go under.” 

“All right,” said Mr. Henrich, “I am sat- 
isfied to go under,’’ 

“Uniess youcome down from your high 
horse,” continued the representative of the 
dotgn ee, “] predict that you will come to 
pover Ve 

“Very well,” responded Mr. Henrich, ‘I: 
did not come to this country to be in slavery. 
It is not & matter of dcllars-and cents with me; 
it is a question of principle. JI wiil stake all 
I have on chis issue.” 

In this condition the matter rests at present. 
It is one of the most tyrannical proceedures 
on the partof trades unions of which they 
have been guilty, and Mr. Henrich seems to 
heve the sympathy of every business man in 
town. 


THE SOUTHBRN COMPANY. 


The Report of its Absorption by the West- 
ern Union Denied, 

Lyncusure, Va., June 4.—A. L. Balware, of 
Richmond, receiver of the Southern telegraph 
company, to-day sent the manager of the 
eouthern office here the following: 

‘The report that the Southern telegraph company 
has been absorbed, or is controlied by the Western 
Union Company, is untrue. Our company has 
simply cancelled its traffic arrangements with the 
Bankers and Merchants company which -was un- 
able to give us efficient service, and has made in- 
stead a traific contract with the Mutual telegraph 
company. The organization of this eompany is 
in no way effeeted, and its business will be con- 
ducted as before. The contraci is for one year.”

HE STORM IN KANSAS. 


Property in Atchison Damaged to the Ex. 
tent of Fifty Thousand Dollars, 


Atcuison, Kan., June 4.—A terrific storm of 
wind and rain swept over this city yesterday, 
destroying public and private prepersy to the 
extent of fifty thousand dollars. All the 
creeks overflowed their banks, and the cul- 
verts, bridges and crossings were swept away 
or seriously damaged. Theo gutters and 
sewers could not carry off the water, and the 
streets on the lower levels beeame rivers. 
The cellars were flooded, the mills stopped and 
business greatly interrupted. The mayor and 
city engineer, after a careful inspection of the

| CLUVERIUS GUILTY. 


Zhe Closing Argument of Judge Meridith—The Case 
Civen to the Jury—The Intense Excitement 
Which Prevatied—The Twelve Men File 
inand Give their Finding—Etc. 


tI0HMOND, June 4.—The 26th day of the 
Cluverius trial found the.court room packed to 
the full extent of its contracted capacity by a 
crowd eagerto hear the closing argument 
of Charles V. Meridith, the 
chief prosecutor in the case. Mr. Meridith 


jury for their patience and attention during 
their long and trying confinement in this case. 
He referred to the instructions given by the 
court, and then read from the authorities 
showing that almost all evidence is more or 
less circumstantial. Innocent men, he said, 
have not only been sacrificed on circumstan- 
tial evidence, but also on whatis knownin 


the law as positive evidence. He explained 
the instructions in detail, and then went 
on to eum up and comment on 
the position taken by the defense as 
to the manner of the death of the deceased. 
He combatted the theory of suicide, a0 strongly 
advocated by the defense, and said there was 
no doubt as to its absurdity. Mr. Meridith 
then took up successively the murder theory, 
motive for the murder, and the question of the 
seduction of the deceased by the prisoner, and 
discussed them*at length and with great force. 

As the ease draws to a close and the decision 
of his fate becomes a question of a few hours 
only, the prisoner seems to be more impressed 
with his terrible position. His seriousness and 
nervousness are painfully apparent to-day. _ 

Mr. Meridith eceupied the afternoon ses- 
sion in going over the questions of identity,the 
movements of the prisdmer and the deceased 
on March 13, the day and night, the torn 
note and its connection with the prisoner, and 
commenting upon, detailing and criticising 
the testimony of the witnesses at great length, 
to show that it was not a coincidence alone, 

but circumstantial evidence of the strongest 
kind. He concluded at 8:55 p.m., having 
spoken nearly nine hours. His summing up 
and deductions were of the most forcible 
charscter, snd his peroration was powerful and 
efiective. Heclosed his remarks by asking 
for a verdict of murder in the first degree. 
GIVEN TO THE JURY. 

The case was then given to the jury and 
they retired. During their absence a squad 
of police filed into court, and was stationed in 
a line immediately behind the prisoner. This 
precaution was deemed necessary by the court 
to prevent any demonstration in the 
event of a verdict being arrived 
at. The court room was more densely throng- 
ed than at any time since the commencement 
of the trial. An immense crowd filled the 
hallwsy of the building and the street outside 
court was almost impassible. The subdued 
hum of voices could be heard throughout the 
court room, and much speculation was in- 
dulged in regarding the result of the jury’s 
deliberations, sentiment being divided. be- 
tween a verdict of guilty and the finability of 
tbe jury to agree. Noone seemed to believe in 
a verdict of acquittal. At 9:25 o’clock the City 
Sergeant Shea, in a low tone, informed 
Judge Atkins that the jury had agreed, and 
were preparing their verdict. This was soon 
‘known throughout the courtroom, and almost 
every eye was turned on the prisoner, who 
was sitting quietly in his usual place near his 
counsel, 

THE VERDICT RENDERED. 

At 9:30 the jury filed into the courtroom 
and took their seats. Deathly stillness per- 
vaded the crowded room, Clerk Layton polled 
the jury, and then put the question: 

“Gentlemen of the jury, have you agreed 
upon a verdict?” 

Foreman Keppler replied that they had. 

The prisoner was then told to stand up, 
which he did, looking straight ahead, and 
seemingly unmoved. 

Theclerk asked: ‘Gentlemen of the jury, 
what say you, is the prisoner guilty or not 
guilty of the felony charged in the indict- 
ment?” 

Foreman Keppler—“Guilty.” 

* The clerk then took the indictment and 
read the indorsement thereon. 

We, the jusy, find the prisoner guilty of 
murder in the first degiee, as charged in the 
indictment.” 

The prisoner then sat down, but to all out- 
ward appearances, was as unmoved as at any 
time since the arrest. When the verdict be- 
came known outside there was some clapping 
of hends and a few shouts, but this was soon 
quieted by the police. 

Judge Adkins asked the prisoner’s counsel 
it they had any motion to make, but Judge 
Crump requested that the court be adjourned 
until to-morrow, so that they might have time 
to decide upon a course of action. This was 
accorded, and the court at 1 o’clock adjourned 
until to-morrow morning, when it is well un- 
derstood a motion for a new trial will be made.

BLASTING THE ROCK. 


How Quitman Broke Through the Granite 
Formation 

QUITMAN, Ga., June 4.—[Special. ]—Several weeks 
ago Mr. Newell, the contractor for the building of 
the artesian well, struck a strata of very hard fiint 
rock—so hard that with the most highly tempered 
drills he could not go more than one half to three 
incbes per day. However, at that snail’s gait he 
went through, and suddenly his drill dropped 
about ten feet, and soon thereafter he discovered 
that he had reached a strong, bold stream, ten 
feet deep. He continued to go down, but encoun- 
tered an even harder rock than above, He worked 
day after day and still with no success, and for 
three weeks he did not go more than six inches, 
Seeing that. no progress was being made the 
council decided to try dynamite 
and madeatrade with a Chattanooga expert to 
come down and make the experiment, 

This party placed fifteen pounds of the explo- 
sive in the hole made by the drill, and then sent 
down asmall cartridge to explode it, but the 
small one exploded when about half way down 
and tore up the casing. This was straightened, 
and be was preparing to.explodeit by electricity 
when he was called home toa sick wife’s bed- 
side, 

Our local scientists, Dr. Snow and ex-Mayor 
Averett, took up where the expert left off. They 
connected the battery, and a low distant rumb- 
ling sound was heard. The explosion had 
been made, and great was the commotion. 
The houses, stores and shops for 300 yards around 
were shaken to their foundation—the whole town 
was shaken up, and the rock below was knocked 
into smithareens. 

The explosion was a great success and reflects 
great credit on Messrs. Snow & Averett, and yonr 
correspondent commends the plan wherever such 
hard rock is to be passed through,

Why James L, Taylor Pat aa Ead to His 
Extstence. . 

ALPHARETTA, Ga., June 4.—[Spetial.]|—James L, 
Taylor, of this county, who suicided on the second 
instant, has been sfilicted several months with 
mimosis, being under the most intense neryous 
excitement at times. Fears of someinjury being 
done himself or bis property haye berne on his 
mind continually. Mr. Taylor had the same 
trouble about two years ago, but his physician 
succeeded in relieving him in about a month. 
Some trouble which his little boys got into with 
parties living in the neighborhood which re- 
sulted in them being put under bond to appear at 
last February term of the superior court of this 
county, at which the grand jury returned ‘no 
bill” against the boys, seems to have been the 
cause of this renewed attack, The action of the 
grand jury did not seem to afford his mind any 
relief, After being assured by friends that this 
trouble was atan end, he imagined other things 
which kept his fears aroused, and.his disease grew 
gradually worse. About two months ago he at- 
tempted to put an end to his life by jumping into 
the river, but this was prevented by his little sou, 
who was looking after him. At various times he 
has begged his wife to permit him to kill himself, 
saying he conld not live long anyway, and she was 
killing herself waiting on him. He was kept 
under the closest watch all the 
time, his wife sleeping with her hands entangled 
in his clothing some way at night, so that if he 
moved she would be aroused. 

On the fatal morning, about 4 o’clock, his wile 
was up, and went back to bed, going to sleep 
without taking the ordinary precaution. No 
sooner had she fallen to sleep than he took advan- 
tage of it and slipped from the bed and room and 
went immediately to the gear house, where he 
got a rope, and thence he went to the lot and 
found at the crib shelter a fayorabie place for the 
execution of his purpose. He got upon a piece 
of timber that was fastened in the 
crack of the crib about two 
feet from the ground fand tied one end of the 
rope to a projecting place and run his head 
through a running loop at the other end 
and stepped from his last stand- 
ing place _ into eternity. He died of 
strangulation. He was foundina very few min- 
utes after the dreadful deed was committed. Mr. 
Taylor was a highly respected citizen, and owned 
good property. Was about forty-seven years of 
age. He lefta wife and eight children, all of 
whom are under sixteen years of age.

Ina table of estimates, which includes 
both federal and confederate soldiers, we find 
some interesting calculations. Assuming 
that there were 2.42 000 soldiers in 1865, it is 
estimated that two-thirds of them will have 
passed away in 1895, one-half in 1904, and 
that in 1933 only 1,233 will be left, the oldest 
of whom will be ninety-six. Inother words, 
the first million would die in thirty years 
the second in fifteen years, and the third 
twenty years. a 


THE SILVER QUESTION, 

It is not necessary to give up bi-metallism 
in order to get the silver dollars into circu. 
lation. If the silver dollar is too large and 
heavy for general use, let it stay in the treas- 
ury vaults and be represented among the peo- 
ple by one and two dollarcertificates. Every 
such certificate would be based on silver dol- 
lars in the treasury, and unless the eastern 
folks discredit the certificates, they would of 
course speedily become a part of the circula- 
tion of the people. They probably would, in 
spite of all eflorts and intrigues to the con- 
trary. 

Stillanother plan is possible. There are 
now in circulation greenbacks of a less de- 
nomination than $5, to the amount of $55,- 
000,000. If-the one and two-dollar green- 
backs were retired as fast as they are present- 
ed, the silver dollars would go out, or if they 
are too heavy for every day use, certificates 
based upon them would be actively circu- 
lated. 

The retirement of the -lesser greenbacks 
should not be postponed, and when that is 
accomplished it will not be difficult to ascer- 
tain whether the people want the silver dol- 
lars or certificates based upon them, There 
need be very litile difficulty in getting the 
silyer dollars into circulation if congressman 
will consult the people and act up to their 
views on the subject. Just now the enemies 
of the double standard are doing all the 
talking, but the chances are there will be, 
after awhile, an inning for the other side. 


MR. BAYARD’'S FOREIGN POLICY. 

In our opinion, Secretary Bayard gave ef- 
fect to a very important democratic principle 
which has long been ignored by the republi- 
can party, when he struck from the con- 
sular regulations the paragraph which had 
been inserted by the foreign clerks who have 
heretofore had charge of the department of 
state. The objectionable paragraph sets 
forth that ‘‘a declaration of an intention to 
become acitizen of the United States does 
not constitute a person a citizen within the 
meaning of the law.’’ By striking out this 

_ paragraph Secretary Bayard not only rein- 
states a sound democratic principle, but 
gives notice that he proposes to institute a 
vigorous foreign policy. 

Heretofore it has been possible for foreign 
governments to throw American citizens in 

jail with impunity, and this has been fre- 
. 2s. quently done under republican administra- 

& tions, with no sign of protest on the part of 

 §  thegovernment. It has been possibie, for in- 

% stance, for Great Britain to seize American 
citizens, throw them in jail as suspects an 
bold them there indefinitely without trial 


| to be Awerican citizens were lodged in jail 


on suspicion of their connection with the 
Irish troubles, and were held in jail for 
months and finally released without trial. 
So far as this government was concerned there 
wes no investigation as to their citizenship 
and no protest against the unlawful manner 
in which they had been deprived of their 
liberty. 

The strongest appeals were made to the de- 
partment of state as well as minister Lowell, 
but the appeals were unheeded. Minister Low- 
ell was made the subject of severe criticism 
in the newspapers, though he really had no 
more to do with the matter than the man in 
the moon. ,He had nothing to do but to carry 
out the policy of brother Blaine, whose pa- 
triotism was supposed to be a sort of pent-up 
Vesuyius, ready to erupt at a moment’s no- 
tice-and deluge the world with genuine 
American lava. 

The democratic policy is very simple. A 
man who declares his intention to become an 
American citizen isan American citizen to all 
intents and purposes, and, as such, is entitled 
to‘all the protection that the government 
can give him, Such a policy does not, in 
any sense, involve the protection of crimi- 
nale, but it ddes secure for the Americas citi- 
zen abroad, whether he bea criminal or an 
innocent man, the rights that properly be- 
long to him. He will not be permitted to 
languish in jail without being permitted to 
meet the charges against, and. he will 
be accorded the right of a prompi trial, 
which is #1] that an innocent man asks for. 

This is better than brother Blaine’s fire and 
tow policy, and will be recogniz2d as the 
proper one by all who have an interest in 
ihe dignity of the American name.

THE IRONWORKERS’ STRIKE, 

The old scale of wages at Pittsburg and 
other northern iron towns expired on Mon- 
cay, and there is nowa very positive dis- 
agreement overa new scale. The manufac- 
turers contend that in the present depression 
of the trade, they cannot afford to renew the 
old scale, and the workmen say they cannot 
afford to accept the wages tendered them. 
Mills are therefore shutting down from Pitts- 
burg to Milwaukee, wherever in fact the 
anialgemated association has a yoice. If the 
strike becomes general and stubborn, fully 
160,000 men will be idle during the present 
summer. A few mills have signed the new 
scale of the amalgamated association, but 
most of them have not, and declare they will 
not. The prospect, therefore, is that there 
will bea long and formidable strike. Tune 
manufacturers say they can better afford to 
let their machinery rust, and their capital lie 
idle than to make iron at a loss. 

The scale of the workmen is not, however, 
«xorbitant, and if Pittsburg has natural gas 
»ored beneath the city to make iron with, it 

difficult to see why shecannot afford to 
‘+ -athescale. Either her facilities for mak- 

s iron are not altogether what she claims 
iney are, or else her manufacturers are not 
willing to accept a reasonable profit; for a 
city that can get an exhausitless supply of 
fuel by boring a hole in the ground, should 
be willing to give the workmena slice of 
such natural advantages. 

-But the chances are that the natural gas 
business has been overdone. If Pittsburg 
and the Ohio iron towns could make iron 
with prefit, they would not shut down; they 
could not be induced toshut down; for 
when they are not making iron, Tennessee, 
Georgia, Alabama and the two Virginias are 
making it, and a suspension in the Pittsburg 
and Youngstown districts would simply re- 
suit in the development of the southern dis- 
tricts. If the lock-out lasts long it will con- 
elusiyely show that the ironmakers of Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio haye been making iron at 
a Joss, when southern furnaces have protit- 
ably made iron for shipment to northern and 
eestern markets, Unless the millowners sign 
the new scale, it will seem that they are try- 
ing to combine starvation wages and natural 
ges in order to handicap southern furnaces. 

Dut the iron business is extremely dull. 
Scarcely any railroads are in process of con- 
struction; very few are planned to be builtin 
the near future; all other construction is 
almost at astandstill, the erection of build- 
ings alone excepted, and stocks of iron are 
large. With stocks accumulating and prices 
low, itisno wonder that the mills which 
haul coal or cre, or both, long distances are 
ready toshutdown. This condition of things 
may resultin along strike, chiefly because 
the mills are not located alongside of beds of 
coal and ore. Such strikes as the present one 
| are, in fact, parts of the struggle thatis going 
on between milis advantageously located and 
those of unfortunate jocations, and in the 
end the latter must either c»me south or let 
their fires go out altogether. The workmen 
cannot be equeezed below the point where 
they cannot make both ends meet. They 
Claim the old wages represent that point, and 
they are very apt to knew.

MR. BEECHER ON EVOLUTION. 


What is the 
Does it 


The Record of the Kocks and the Book— 
Scientific Religious Infidelity. 

The second of Mr. Beecher’s projected ten ser- 
mons upon “Evolution and Religion,’’ was deliv- 
ered to a large audience in Plymouth church Sun- 
day morning. Thesermon was read from manu- 
script. He said in part: 

“That the whole world and the entire universe 
are the creation of Godis the testimony of the 
Bible, with both Jewish and Christian. But how 
He made them, whether by the direct force of the 
creative willor by gradual changes, is by no 
means sO well agreed upon. But the world is not 
a chance; not a creative fermenation; not a self- 
development. Itisthe productof an tntelligent 
being and ofa divine will. We have two records 
of creative energy. Oneshows how man was un- 


folded by the inspiration. of God’s nature, and 
there is another recordor revelation of the physi- 
cal globe of the divine thoughtin the unfolding 
history of matter. One is God’s thought in the 
evolution of natural forces,and the other in the 
evolution of mind. Itis the Old Testament and 
the New in ascientific sense, and no one should 
turn in scorn from the literature of the rocks 
written in the hand of God all over the earth, The 
Ten Commandments written on stone, are 
only a paragraph in the book of nature. Science 
is the translation 6f God’s revelation. There 1s as 
much or more infidelity in regard to the history 
science has unfolded as in regard to the book. 
Both revelations are of God. They are both to be 
intelligeutly understood, united and harmonized. 


| The men who decipher the heiroglyphics of God 


ought to be honored and encouraged. But bigoted 
theologists, ignorant pietists and jealous church- 
men railat these adventurous surveyors of God’s 
handiwork. When men pretend to be inspired 
of God, with grins and shallow ridieule, with 
veteran jests, and unproductive reasoning, 
epact the feats of the monkey in trying to 
prove that man did not originate with that ani- 
mal, we seem likely to have internal evidence 
thatsuch was the case. [Laughter.] It is urged 
that science is unripe and will not do to rest upon; 
that there wili be time to consider it when it be- 
comes a certainty. Weill, how 1s it witno the 
book’ Is its record any more stable than the rec- 
ord of the rocks? Theology seems like a broom 
with infinite splinters. li theologians attempt to 
pour ridicule on the legitimate doctrines, if scien- 
tific investigation is less trustworthy than 
revelation, 1 say no ground can be less tenable, 

‘Some call evolution pseudo seience, and 
laugh to scorn the idea that man descended or as- 
cended from the monkey. The descent of man 
from the anthropid apes is only a hypothesis, not 
proven. I see no present expectation of it being 
proven. It stancs as a hypothesis pressed bya 
multitude of probabilities. It throws a light 
upon many problems in history and life gained 
innootherway. I inciine, not to the belief, but 
to the supposition that man isin analogy with 
the rest of God’s work. At what time and by 
what methods he ieft behind his fellows and stood 
on the spiritual round that Sep- 
arates him from the rutes is unknown. 
But it does not change the destiny 
and moral grandeur of man to hold the evolution 
of the human from the inferior race. Evolution 
is the method of creation accepted by the scien 
tific world, and a few venture todoubt it Ninety- 
pine per cent of working scientific men use this 
theory and Go not doubtits validity. They are 
divided as to its causes and results, but every de- 
cade brings them more and mere to a common 
belief, 
unrelated atoms, 


Without it all science would fall back into 
It is taughtinall our schools, 
and another generation will regard it 
as the Copernican theory of astron- 
omy, or the Newtonian theory of gravitation, 
£volution is held by such Christian men of sci- 
ence as Dana, a Congregationalist; Le Cont, a 
Presbyterian elder; McCosh, a Presbyterian of the 
Presbyterians, and aScotch Presbyterian at that:

' ODLUM OUTDONE. 


Robert Hammonrd’s Great Leap of One 


Hundred and Fifty-Five Feet, 


San Antonio, Texas, May 23—When the 
news of Professor Odlum’s fatal leap from the 
parepet of the Brooklyn bridge reached here 
we were grey, over the affairin the “Gold

“Hammond’s Leap” to a lofty canyon wall o 
the bank of the Rio Grande, 4 , .

ern Pacific railroad runs close to the river here,

and as you whirl by the trainmen will 
out the spot where Robert Hammond made a 
sheer lee 
the Rio Grande below. This leap was made 
in the early summer of 1882, when the railroad 
wes in process of construction. A great deal 
of heavy rock work wasdone along the Rio 
Grande after the road crosses the Pecos and 
about ten thousand navvies were concentrated 
about Vinegaroan, now a city of the past, 
whose only monument is a vast pile of empty 
bottles. The contractors establiatiel great 
camps convenient to their work and the white 
tents dotted the mesa top in every direction, 
making the encampments of one of the largest 
army of workmen that ever built a railroad. 

One cannot imagine a more dreary, cheerless 
place than this great mesa, which lies between 
the Pecos and the Rio Grande. It’s face is 
broken by deep canyons and narrow arroyas, 
whore walls in many instances have a- sheer 
decent of 500 feet. The soil is thin and strong- 
ly impregnated with alkali, but it sprouts 
abundant crops of bunch and mesquite grass, 
andthe hardy prickly pear, the spear-like 
lechegier, the cats-claw, the dagger plant and 
that peculiar member of the cabbage family, 
the satallus—out of which, by the way, the 
Mexicans distilla very excellent quality of 
mescal—grow there in abundance. 

A WILD COUNTRY. 

Before the advent of the railioad this mesa 
was the favorite hunting ground of that rem- 
nant of the Lipan and Comanche tribes, who 
have been driven to a last shelter amid the 
peaks of the Santa Rosa mountains. In pas- 
sing te and fro across the mesa they made a 
broad trail, which is not obliterated yet. Game 
was abundent then, and black and white tail 
deer, antelope, wild turkeys and jack rabits 
were as plenty as peach trees in Delaware. 
Bears of the black and cinamon variety had 
their Jairs deep down in the canyons, trom 
which they emerged inthe late evening and 
early morning to dig for stato roots and hunt 
for bee nests in the rock crevices. The moun- 
tain lion howled on the topmost peaks and the 
yelp of the coyote awoke the echoes of the 
plain. Occasionally a loafer wolf, gaunt and 
gray, skulked along among the chapparal. 
Eagles screamed from their eyries along the 
river bank, and vultures circled lazily trhough 
the air. The waters of the river swarmed 
with fish, and the indians always returned to 
their camimps in the Santa Rosas fat and saucy 
after a brief sojourn in such an eden. 

When, however, the canyons were made 
musical with the chink, chink of the churn 
drill, the louder champ of the tamping bar 
and sledge-hammer and the reverberant boom 
of the giant‘ sand blasts,” that sent whole 
mountains hurtling throug the air, the game 
fled, the fish scurried away and the panthers, 
bears and wolves hunted quieter quarters. The 
painted redmen from a safe hiding place on 
the Mexican side watched the busy scene with 
wide open eyes, heard the “big thunder” of 
the blart witlwloud beating heart and stole 
back to the Santa Rosas. The only animate 
beings that did not seem to mind the noise and 
tumult were those pestiferous little varmints, 
the vivegaroan. the devil-horse, the tarantula, 
the centipede, the stinging lizard and the rat- 
tlesnake. They remained and disputed the 
ground inch by inch with the invaders. They 
caused a great deal of trouble and the navvies 
feared and respected them. It was a stinging 
lizard or scorpion that caused ““Hammond’s 
leap.”” Hammond was a navvy, born in Eng- 
land and at the time he made the leap about 
twenty-six years ofage. He was of rather 
slender build, but wiry and muccular, and 
Jack Harris, the contractor for whom he work- 
ed, considered him his best churn-driller. 
Harris’ camp was atthe head ofadeep canyon, 
about one mile south of Vinegaroan. He was 
engeced in making a fill and two side cuts 
and worked gangs day and night. 

. HAMMOND’S LEAP. 

Hammond worked in the day gang and the 
big wall tent he shared with six or eight oth- 
ers was about three hundred yards from the 
edge of the lofty wall, against whose base the 
muddy watters of the “great river’ dashed and 
tumbled. At this particular point the river is 
quite deep. One night the sleeping occupants 
of Harris’ camp were aroused bya series of 
startling yells, which came from Hammon’s 
tent- before they could collect their senses 
and settled in their minds whether or not the 
camp had been attacked by indians, Ham- 
mond dashed from the tent, and although held 
by his companions, finally tore himself away, 
and yelling at every jump, made jiant bounds 
toward the river. The drillers and blasters 
in the cut stopped their work and ran up on 
the bank tosee what wasthe matter. -They 
saw Hammond as he dashed toward them 
and hearp his agonized yells. <A cry of horror 
burst from their lips as the yelling man reach- 
ed the brink of the precipice and without a 
eecond’s hesitation haben out and shot down 
like a paummet to the boiling flood 155 feet 
below. They heard the loud splash made by 
his body when it struck the water and then, 
with blanched faces and hushed voices, hur- 
ried down to the river to search for the poor 
fellow’s mangled body. What wastheir sur- 
prise to meet the supposed dead man unin- 
He was shivering with cold, however, 
and the muddy water dripped from his cloth - 
ing. ;

Te next morning Jack Harris had the dis- 
tance measured, andthe tapeline held close 
to the cliff edge, marked 155 feet and a few 
inches when the other end touched the water.

He worked for 
Harris untill the latter’s contract was finished 
and then went into Mexico to work on the 
Mexican Central. He was in his under cloth- 
es that night and his feet were protected only 
by thin socks. Hestruek the water feet first 
snp described the sensation experienced a3 
eimilar to that ifthe feet had been smartiy 
slapped with a broad strap, Whilein the air 
he felt no difficulty in breathin and the in- 
creased velocity as his body neared the water 
wasot physically perceptible.

Flint river to the people of Albany and 
Dougherty county cannot be easily overesti- 
mated. It is not a pecuniary case, however. 
Every rey situated ona large river must 
sooner or later come to know.the importance 
to its growth of the navigation of such 
stream. It solves a nu of prob- 


peting 
“pool system” 
the 
beneficial results that would natprally accru 
from competition between railroads aioe 
Albany is situated on astream that can easily 
be made navigable for river boats from its con- 
fluence with the Chattahoochee to Montezuma. 


Colonel P. M. Slaughter has already secured a 
70 foot channel from the mouth of'the river to 


Ferguson’s shoals, a distance of 
8814 miles. These shoals are 


twenty-two and a half miles below Albany. 
From Albany to Warwick the distance is about 
twenty-four miles, and this stretch of forty- 
six and a half miies includes all of the shoals 
which now interfere with navigation between 
Montezuma and the gulf. Thereare no shoals 
between Warwick and Montezuma—a distance 
of sixty miles. 

The improvement party is now at work on 
“Ferguson’s shoals. Colonel slaughter esti- 
mates that it will take two years and an out- 
lay of $25,000 to open up a navigable channel 
seventy feet wide to this point. It will 
probably require a shorter time and a smaller 
outlay to complete the work to War- 
wick—thus giving an unobstructed channel 
from Montezuma tothe gulf... 

The work is being done by the eflicient en- 
gineer in charge at less than half of the esti- 


mate of Captain H. K. Hodges, of 
the Federal civil engineer corps. 
That it is being weil done, no 


one who knows Colonel Slaughter can enter- 
tain a doubt. Thereis an unexpended bal- 
ance of $11,000 of the last appropriation tor 
this work. Thiseum will sustain the work 
until congress meets, when Mr. Turaer will 
be looked to for securing an appropriation for 
finishing it. 

This is the status of the case. Itis for the 
business men of Albany to say whether there 
is any way in which they can materially aid in 
this great work. The sooner it is completed and 
a line of boats is put on the river, the sooner 
will the city reach a solution of the problem 
of chesp transportation. It is idle to deny that 
Albany, though a competing point between 
railroads, gets little if any advantage from 
that condition, owing to the pooling system. 
A line of boats on the river will effectually 
solve the question of cheap rates, and open up 
&@ proud pusiness future tor ourcity. Grant-. 
ed tht establishment of a cotton compress and 
the opening of the river to boats, and it will 
not require much “enthusiasm” to predict a 
speedy doubling ot the cotton business of the 
city, with a proportionate gain in all other 
departments of trade. For by the same line 
which carries cottop cheaply to market cheap 
rates may be secured on return cargoes of 
various sorts, and the business men of Albany 
be put more nearly on a footing of equality 
with the dealers at other favored points.

CHICAGO, June 1—There was an unlimited 
number of bull rumors on the floor of the ex- 
change to-day as affecting the wheat situation, 
and as a consequence there was a buoyancy ex- 
hibited in the market such as has not been pre- 
viously witnersed in a number of weeks, andin 
sharp cortrast to the depression which prevailed 
at the beginning of the present week. Yesterday 
afternoon the market was sold down upon ramors 
that cholera had appeared in France, July option 
tauching 86%c. A denial of thisand the advent 
of very gloomy crop reports this morning set the 
tide strongly in other directions, aud pric rose 
sharply and almost continuously, closing within 
a fraction of the h ghest figures of the day. The 
bears fought the advance steadily, but when the 
market had advanced a point and remained firm 
they were overtaken by panic and covered freely 
during the remainder of the session. Thej;market 
closed te-night nearly 4c above bottom prices cur- 
rent last Monday. The revulsion has been 80 great 
as to disconcert the average trader on the bear side 
of the market, as the change in temper was against 
precedent in view of the fact that uo new facts 
concerning the crop have been developed beyond 
those generally recognized by traders for several 
weeks. It is explained, however, that the outlook 
for growing wheat has latterly become so dubious 
that a strong bull party has finally come into the 
market in tte full belief that higher prices will 
necessarily prevail as a result of the shortage in 
American and European crops. Thestrongest fea- 
ture in to-day’s trading was thestatement that the 
June report would show that Kansas would not 
raise a ¢«rop to exceed 13,000,000 bushels, against 
40,000,C00 bushels last year, and it was freely pre- 
dieted that the governments report for June 
would disclose a decrease of 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 
bushels in probably the winter wheat yield, as 
compared to the May report. The quantity of 
wheat on ocean passage also showed a decrease of 
1,000,000 bushels, and a statement was made that 
the shipments of wheat from the northwest to the 
primary receiving points had dropped off very 
largely, farmers holding for higher prices. The 
market rapidly advanced from the opening toa 
point 2%ec over the latest figures of yesterday, 
eatcd off 4c, advanced 7c, fluctuated, sold off 4c 
and closed on the reguiar board.2'4c over yester- 
day.

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THE CROWDED ASYLUM, 


Nearly One Dozen Lunatics in Fulton 
County Who Cannot Get in, 

The deficient accommodations for the in- 
sane in this state are often discussed, and at 
every session of the legislature some remedy 
is proposed. In Fulton county there is at 
present a strong illustration of this 
unfortunate condition of the asylum 
at Milledgeville. There are five persons in 
this county who have been adjudged fit sub- 
jects forthe asylum. Some of them were so 
pronounced several months ago. Colonel Cal- 
houn, the ordinary, has tried to obtain places 
for them in the asylum and 
has failed to do 60. A letter from 
the superintendent received by him yesterday 
stated that there was nochance to take care 
of there unfortunates there, as the asylum is 
already ‘“‘fearfully and dangerously tull.’”’ 
Some of these lunatics are cared for by their 


relatives, while others are maintained 
at the county’s expense. Ordinary 
Calhoun makes it a rule not. to 


commit insane persons to the county jail @x- 
cept when they are dangerous. Those who 
are kept at thecounty’s expense are in the 
care of private parties who are paid from the 
public funds. In addition to the five persons 
in this county already, there are five or six 
others who have been report - 
ed to the ordinary as_ fit subjects 
for the asylum. It is probable that one dozen 
persons now in this county ought to be in the 
general asylum provided by the state for the 
care andcure of the insane. A similar com- 
plaint comes from many counties in all parts 
of the state. The matter will be presented to 
the legislature at its approaching session.

600. The postal inspector says the robberie 
will necessitate the authorities reorgnizing th 
money order system ot the United States anc 
elsewhere.
